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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

Applicant's arguments are not persuasive. Applicant argues that Rehnig '964 fails to disclose any examples of compositions which contain 
any significant amount of water and fails to disclose or suggest the presence of component (a2). Applicant also argues that Rehnig '964 
discloses the use of the carboxylic acid as a salt-forming agent and not as a solvent. As stated in the final rejection, the examiner used the 
secondary references Rehnig '946 and Valcke et al. to teach that salts of triazole compounds formed from mixtures of triazole compounds 
and carboxylic acids are effective fungicides. As such, the skilled artisan would have been motivated to try a triazole compound (fungicide) 
in the formulation as the primary reference, Scholz, teaches that fungicides can be used as active agents in the compositions. The fact that 
applicant has recognized another advantage, carboxylic acid as a solvent, which would flow naturally from following the suggestion of the 
prior art cannot be the basis for patentability when the differences would otherwise be obvious. In reference to Applicant's assertion that the 
prior art references fail to recognize that one can obtain an unexpectedly, advantageous homogenous and storage-stable formulation as in 
the presently claims invention, the assertion is not commensurate in scope with applicant's claims. Applicant provides limited data as to the 
purported unexpected, advantageous formulations, especially in view of independent claim 1 , which reads on broad range of components 
(a1), (a2), and (b). As such, Applicant's claims remain rejected based on the comments delineated above and the Final Rejection dated 
6/11/2009. . 
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
